During lit March S meet luff, 
held under llio chairmanship of 
R.C.I 1 . General Secretary Nicolao 
Ceiuyosoii, the Executive Poli- 
tical Committee of the CC of 
|bo RCP examined a report on 
the activity of the Romanian 
delegation to the meeting of 
the foreign ministers or Uic Bal- 
kan countries, held In Belgrade 
ovo t February 21—20, 1088. . 

The Executive Political Com- 
mittee approved of the activity 
of I he Romanian delegation 
that. In keeping with lhali* man- 
date, referred, during the meet- 
ing, to President Nicolas 
CcaugPMni's outlook, proposes 
and Initiatives concerning Ihe 
broad development or Romania's 
relations wlik tho Balkan slates, 
the expansion of Its links and 
the bl- and multilateral coope- 
ration nmong them, Uio esta- 
blishment of a lasting climate of 
understanding and broad colla- 
boration, Ihe transformation of 
tho Balkans Into a boro of pca- 
ei and cooperation, free of nu- 
clear and chemical weapons and 
of foreign military bases and 
troops. 

The Executive Political Com- 
mittee considered that the me- 
eting of the foreign ministers of 
tho Balkan stales was an event 
of speoial Importance which 
proved that It wim possible and 
necessary to lake further action 
for tho development of new-type 
relnlEonv nmong all the coun- 
tries In the Balkans to provide 
for confidence- and security -bu- 
ilding and (he consolidation of 
peace and collaboration In flint 
part of the world. In (hat res- 
pool, emphasb was placed on 


Romania's and Greece’s propo- 
fliilfl concerning Ihe calling of a 
Balkan summit , In Bucharest, 
which was shown to be highly 
topics 1 , a prerequisite For the 
establishment or a complex pro- 
gramme Tor tho expansion of 
economic, technical, scientific, 
cultural and other collaboration, 
as pari of Iho development or 
cooperation In Europe and 
throughout the world. It is 
Romania’s outlook that (hat me- 
eting would bo decisive for the 
development of links of friend- 
ship, multilateral collaboration 
and understanding among all the 
countries and peoples In the 
area, would strongly encourage 
the actions aimed at turning 
Ilia Balkans Into g zone ot pea- 
ce and ooDpc ration, would go 
down aa a significant positive 
event In tho life of our conti- 
nent, In tho fight for detente, 
disarmament, security and broad 
international collaboration. 

Tho Executive Political Com- 
mltloo reiterated the resolve of 
the RCP and or the Romanian 
state to further militate for Iho 
promotion of a spirit ol coope- 
ration and dialogue nmong the 
Balkan slates,' for new ways 
and means to boost collaboration 
on the most diverse planes, for 
the slrenglhcnlng of peace and 
or good nelgbbourlinojs, far 
confidence among all the coun- 
tries In tho Balkans on (ho ba- 
sls of the principles of ■ full 
equality of rights, renpeot for 
national Independence and sove- 
reignty, non-interference In In- 
ternal affairs and mutual ad- 
vantage, each nation’s right to 


develop freely, according to its 
own will and aspirations. 

To this end, a number or pro- 
posals were approved concern- 
ing the broad development of 
Romania's relations with (he 
Balkan countries and. more par- 
ticularly, (he expansion or eco- 
nomic, technical, scientific and 
other collaboration, for the esta- 
blishment or a durable climate 
of security, understanding and 
peace In Iho Balkans, In Euro- 
pa and all over tho world. 

The Executive Political Com- 
mittee of Iho CC of the RCP 
analyzed the way in which the 
plan on February was fulfilled. 
In this framework, (he Party 
General Secretary underlined 
Ithat the pohlevenicnfs soored In 
February and In the Hist two 
months of the year, In general, 
although aro superior to those 
of tho sumo period last year, are 
not yet on a par with the plan 
provisions, with the existing 
possibilities. Tho request was 
matin that all measures should 
bo taken lor Ilia liquidation of 
all arrears as soon as possible 
and for tho Fulfilment, In the 
best conditions, of the plan for 
March, especially of exports. In- 
vestments, of all coononilo indi- 
cators.

The fundamental trait or the 
ongoing five-year plan period in 
Romania Is tho enhancement of 
the qualitative 9ldos or the pro- 
ductive process, the more mark- 
ed growth of economic efficien- 
cy and tho transition to an In- 
tensive-type enlarged reproduc- 
tion. Ono la aiming at establish- 
ing new correlations between 
tho factors of economic growth, 
In fact, at striking a new balan- 
ce in tho economy. 

Tbe stressing -of qualitative 
factors, of the course towards 
an Intensive-type reproduction 
must lead lo a 80.4 per cent In- 
crease In the national Income in 
L9S0, compared to tho previous 
quinquennium, 85 per cent of 
this Increase being accounted 
for by the growth of social la- 
bour productivity. The reduction 
to 53 per cent of the share of 
material spending in the social 
product, Iho creation of products 
B3 pbr cent of which will meet 
world standards — some of 
them, 2—5 per eent, exceeding 
those standards — the striking 
of an optimum ratio between 
Industry and agriculture, the 
Implementation of the goals el 
Uio new - agrarian revolution 
are prerequisites for Romania's 
reaching the stage of a medium 
developed specialist country. 

The process of stressing Ihe 
qualitative sides of economic 
growth Is based on the achieve- 
ments of the pnsl quinquennium 
which marked a powerful deve- 
lopment of the branches that 
ensure llio material and technic- 
al support of productive activi- 
ties in the economy. Over tho 
1985—1985 interval, the highest 
growth rales Were recorded by 
tho machine building and metal 
working Industry, as well as 


tho chemical Industry, both eul. 
pacing (lie dynamics of Indus, 
trial production as a whole, U 
1983, four basic Industrial brio. ' 
chea — machine building, che- - 
mlslry, power generation sot 
metallurgy — supplied betweta 
themselves 53.4 per cent ot ihi 
country’s Industrial ontpul, 

Dnrlng the ourrenl qutnqum. 
nlum, the processing industrial ■ 
will undergo far-reaching q in- 
itiative changes, lastly Incorpor- 
ating advanced .teohnologlH,- 
Tho last pace or production re- 
newal In machine building will 
make possible ihe putting loti 
production of some 3,000 new 
products annually. Similar p»- 
ceasea will take place 1 In the 
• other Industrial branches sod 
subbranohes too. As concerns 
agriculture, Uio mcPhanlzallai i 
process Is expected la bo roughly h 
completed by the end of ihi 1 
current five-year plan porlod, 
both In plant growing and In 
animal breeding. In 1600 agri- 
culture will boast 180,000 (rat- , 
tors, which will mean one tree- : 
lor for some 55 ha of srabli • 
land on the average over liu ' 
country. 

On Iho basis of the program- 
mes of organization and' moder- 
nization of production proces- 
ses, labour productivity Is envi- 
saged to double until I960, «*■ 
comllantly with the cutting el 
material spending for 1.000 1H 
worth of marketable goods by 
up to 30 per cent in the natio- 
nal Industry. Moreover, the nil- 
Uzallon index of raw and salat- ' 
diary materials, fuels and enir . 
gy, calculated in terms of raw- 
kotabta production, will rise br 
30—32 per cent In 1960 agaiol

Ou December 1, 1801, a factory of railway oara 
am] engines, including also au Iron foundry, was 
eel up In Arad. Now nearly 100 years old, iho rail- 
way oar factory ranks among the oldest economic 
units In Romania. 

Manufactured here In the course of lime were 
stcaifi and eloclrla locomotives, freight and passen- 
ger oars, tram cars, automobiles and trucks. In Iho 
first decades of this century, the factory built the 
airplanes designed by engineer Stefan Frotopopesou 
— Aslra-Froia .1 and Astra Froto 2 ; In IBM, the 
equipment used for this purpose was taken over by 
the ruturo aircraft factory of Itra$ov. Changing its 
specialty In keeping with war noeds, the enterprise 


was greatly damaged during the military opera- 
tions and in 1944 it was destroyed In a proportion 
of 80 per cent. Piles of debris and Installations 
turned Into scrap Iron but also a vigorous worker 
family — this was the heritage on which tho mo- 
dern enterprise of today was built. Tho factory of 
Arad, tho biggest producer of railway can in Ro- 
mania, accounts for ihls country ranking third in 
(lie world In this field, thanks to a great Intel! 1- 
genoo effort and backed by an ever growing, up- 
dated material dowry. 

Speaking about the place nnd Importance of the 
Railway Car Factory of Arad, about Its present 
aud future, were managing staff of iho Enterprise.
